FORT WASHINGTON, DIRECTLY ACROSS THE POTOMAC 
RIVER, WAS THE ONLY DEFENSIVE WORK PROTECTING

CIVIL WAR. SITUATED 11 MILES FROM THE CAPITAL, 

ON A SITE CHOSEN BY PRESIDENT GEORGE WASHINGTON 
IN 1794, THIS BRICK AND STONE FORT WAS BUILT
